But whether the French cle- 
ment counts for much er little, the foreigu ele- 
ment in Prussia is andoubted!y st Aj i 
lavissee takes a pleasure in proving it from 
Vrussian autherities, netably from the Hoben- 
rollernache Colonimtionen, lately pablished by 
Dr. Max Beheim-sehwarsbach. Lt is amusing 
te see how eager Frederick was to coben 
ists, and how cynically uaserupulous in getting 
them. He had two special agencies, one at 
Frankfort, for South Germany, the other at 
Hamburg for the North. The daty of the lat- 
ter was to stop all emigrants te Amerioa, and 
point out to them that his Prussian Majesty's 
dominions were the real land of promise. 
Resides those there were secret agents in all 
the countries where Frederick's advertise- 
ments were sot allewel te circulate. These 
men got a bonus on every culonist—three del- 
lars for an unmarried workman, five fora man 
and his wife. Every advantage was takea of 
the troubles of the times. No sooner did news 
eome of any religious ution, than the 
agents flew to the place whore it raged, 
representing that ['resia wasa very paradise 
of civil and religious liberty. Thus, in 1712, 
un 4 Poland--she was unhappy even 
then—had added active intolerance to ber 
chronic anarchy. The nobles had all been 
trained by the Jesuits, and perseeation sad 
imprisonment became the order ef the day. 
“Now's the time,” wrote the agent at Glogau, 
“for your Majeaty to make Silesia profit by 
these troubles.

So, when Lissa is burned down for the 
third thne within acentury, “Can we do some

One of the national sights is the ball fight. 
The idea is genera! that such a spectacte is pe- 
cullarly Spanish ; this ts to a degree untrue, for 
net only is the spert common in Portugsl, bat 
it ts In many respects quite unlike and saperior 
te the bull Sighting of Spain. In that country 
the horses are miserable, votralned hacks 
brought Inte the arena blindfolded te be 
slaughtered, and the chief part of the amuse- 
ment is to shed the most blood pomible, with 
little science and the utmost cruelty te both 
balls and horses, of which sometimes 2% or 30 
will be slain in one afternocn. The 
Portuguese, while yielding to none of the Latin 
nations in physical courage, are naturally more 
humane, The balls are often very fine ant- 
mala, bat by law their horns are wrapped with 
felt, and it ts impossible for them to gore a 
horse, although they may give him some hard 
hitea, The horse, ou the other hand, is gone- 
rally very valuable and admirably trained, 
and goes into the fight with his eyes open.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISN BOOKS. 

There was a time when English publi- 
cations carried off the palm for fine me- 
chanical work, and when London edi 
tions of books were sought for as by far 
the best to be had.

& great book-publishing country, and 
their work, formerly ioferior, has grown 
to rival that of England in more reapects 
than one. Intimes gone by, and not 
very long gone by either, it was only 
necessary to give asiight glance at the 
typography and paper of a volume to tell 
its nationality unerringly, but at the 
present hour, without the imprint of the 
ty pe-setting house asa guide, in the ma 
jwrily of cases it is impossible to de 
termine with anything like certainty 
whether a book was published in England 
or the United States.

To keep dinner waiting, 
to aceept invitations without consulting your 
friend, to call upon the servant to do errands 
for you, or to wait upon you too mach, and to 
keop the family up after the hours of retiring, 
are alike evidences of a want of thought and 
good breeding. Letters can be read at break- 
fast or at luncheon, by asking pormiasion to do 
so, bat not at dinner, 
Whatever you may have remarked to the 
disadvantage of your friends, whilst partaking 
their hospitality, should never transpire 
through your means, neither while you are 
under their roof of afterwards. Speak only 
of what redounds to their praise or credit. This 
feeling should be mutual between host and 
guest, whatever good is discovered in either 
may be commented upon, but let silence cover 
what is amiss, Coests should be careful about 
defacing the marble of dressing bureaus, man- 
tele and wash stands, or the carpets and furni- 
ture covering, with the contents of the bottles 
in their dressing cases; and never allow their 
maids to use fine damask towels for wiping the 
dust from their walking boots.
